A council is hoping to save its 
iconic red telephone boxes. 

Daventry District Council 
looks set to oppose plans to 
remove the red phone boxes 
in villages across the area. 

BT has contacted the 
authority with proposals to 
remove 49 phone boxes from 
around Daventry District, 16 
of which are the traditional 
red ‘K6’ design. 

After initially consulting 
parishes and other interested 
individuals, the council has 
now published the first draft 
of its official response to BT’s 
proposals and is encouraging 
residents to give their views 
on it. 

The council plans to object 
to the removal of the 16 red 
telephone boxes on the 
grounds that they are impor¬ 
tant to the District’s heritage. 

It has also applied to 
Historic England to grant the 
majority of them listed status 
to help protect them in the 
future. 

The council may however 
agree for BT to decommission 
eight of the red boxes if they 
are adopted by the local 
parish councils or residents. 

The authority does plan to 
agree to the removal of 22 
modern phone boxes 
proposed by BT, but objects to 
the other 11 either because 
the call levels suggest there is 
a demand in the area they are 
in and they provide a valua¬ 


ble local resource, or they are 
located in areas where mobile 
phone reception is poor. 

Cllr Alan Hills, Daventry 
District Council portfolio 
holder for community, 
culture and leisure, said: 
“Red phone boxes are iconic 
features in many of our 
villages and form part of our 
District’s distinct heritage so 
we believe they should all be 
kept and protected. 

“We also looked at all of the 
modern phone boxes listed by 
BT for removal and the 
numbers of calls made from 
them. 

“It’s apparent that they are 
still an important communi¬ 


ty resource in some areas. 
Also, some are in places with 
poor mobile reception and 
may be important for emer¬ 
gency calls. Some others 
could be removed without 
any real harm.” 

The initial draft response - 
known as the First 
Notification - can be viewed 
on the council’s website at 
daventrydc.gov.uk/consulta- 
tion. 

People have until 5pm on 
December 21 to share their 
feedback. 

Councillors will then 
consider a final response to 
BT at its strategy group meet¬ 
ing in January.

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Bursting the dialling while driving ‘bubble’ 


Reporter Lawrence John speaks to 
Inspector Anthony Rawson about 
motorists using their mobile phone 
while the behind the wheel 



A senior Northamptonshire Police 
officer has said driving while using 
a mobile phone should be seen as 
being as anti-social as drink 
driving. 

Specials Inspector Anthony 
Rawson cannot understand why 
people still do it, especially after 
incidents such as the Dunstable 
mother who was killed in Berkshire 
along with two of her sons and step¬ 
daughter, when a lorry driver 
ploughed into the back of their car 
while he was scrolling through 
music on his mobile. 

Tomasz Kroker was jailed last 
month for 10 years after the 
incident on the A34. 

Inspector Rawson thinks there are 
two reasons why motorists still use 
a mobile phone and drive. 

He said: “A lot of the time it could 
be they think ‘I will not get caught’ 
and secondly that (being killed 
while using a mobile phone and 
driving) will not happen to me, it 
will happen to someone else. 

“I had an example of someone 
breaking the law recently when I 


spotted them in a marked police 
car. 

“I could see them texting on the 
mobile phone. 

“I pulled up alongside them and 
gestured to them to pull over as I 
wanted to speak to them. 

“They did, but continued to keep 
texting. 

“It is not just texting, it is taking 
that picture for Instagram or tweet¬ 
ing about something or putting an 
item on Facebook or checking their 
status. 

“Most people think they can get 
away with it but what they are doing 
is not just driving a car but driving a 
weapon which can kill other people. 

“When they are doing this, they 
are in a bubble and oblivious to 
anything else going on around 
them. 

“I have been told by those I have 
stopped they do it all the time and 
nothing has happened to them.” 

The penalty at the moment for 
getting caught using a mobile 
phone while driving is three points 
on your licence and a fine of £100. 


There are plans in the pipeline 
from the government to double this 
to six points and a £200 fine. 

Insp. Rawson said people who use 
a mobile phone and drive at the 
same time do not think of the 
consequences of their actions. 

He said if they killed another 
driver or passenger then they would 
have to live with that guilt for the 
rest of their lives. 

They could go to prison, they 
could lose their job, they then might 
not be able to pay their bills - all for 
wanting to send a text or post some¬ 
thing on social media. 

He said: “If you are using a mobile 
phone and driving at the same time 
you are not paying attention. 


“How can you see that child 
running into the road? Or that you 
are veering to the left or to the right 
and are coming out of your lane. 

“Using a mobile phone and 
driving should be as unacceptable 
as drink driving.” 

Insp. Rawson said when drivers 
are being stopped by police officers 
in Northamptonshire for using a 
mobile phone, they are often being 
caught for a number of other 
offences as well. 

These include driving while 
disqualified, having no MOT or 
insurance, or having a defective car 
with poor brakes or illegal tyres. 

His message to those drivers who 
think they can get away with using 


a mobile phone while driving is ‘you 
will get caught’. 

He said: “We have dedicated 
officers here in Northamptonshire 
and anyone driving using a mobile 
phone at the same time as driving 
in the county will be caught.” 

Stopping people using a mobile 
phone while driving is part of 
Northamptonshire Police’s Fatal 
Four campaign. 

The ‘Fatal Four’ driving laws relate 
to the use of mobile phones when 
driving, drink or drug driving, 
failure to wear a seatbelt and 
speeding. In a recent crackdown, 
police officers dealt with more than 
80 traffic offences during a two-day 
operation focusing on motorists 
who break the ‘Fatal Four’. 

The operation, which was led by 
officers and specials from the joint 
Safer Roads Team (Northampton¬ 
shire Police and Northamptonshire 
Fire and Rescue Service), resulted 
in a total of 84 offences being dealt 
with and 54 illegal vehicles taken 
off the roads. 

Offences during the two days 
included: 

■Seven drivers reported for using 
their mobile phone at the wheel 

■13 drivers reported for seatbelt 
offences 

■24 vehicles seized for not having 
insurance 

■27 vehicles seized for tax 
offences 

■Four drivers reported for not 
having an MOT on their vehicles 

■Three stolen vehicles recovered

A march to ‘Reclaim the 
Night’ will be held in 
Northampton town centre 
tomorrow. 

The aim of the event, being 
organised by Northampton¬ 
shire Rape Crisis, is to rally 
for a town free of violence. 

People wanting to take part 
should meet in Morrisons car 
park in Victoria Promenade 
at 10.45pm before the march 


begins at 11pm. It will finish 
at midnight with a one 
minute’s silence for India 
Chipchase at All Saints 
Church. 

India, 20, from East 
Hunsbury, was found dead 
on January 31 in Stanley 
Road, St James. 

In August Edward 
Tenniswood, 52, was found 
guilty of her rape and 
murder, after a ten-day trial 
at Birmingham Crown Court 
- a decision which took the 
jury just one hour and 48 


minutes to make. Her killer, 
who had always denied the 
charges, was sentenced to life 
in jail. 

The poster for the event 
states: “With cuts threaten¬ 
ing the refuge and rape crisis 
movements in our country 
we need to take back the 
streets of Northampton to 
demonstrate our support for 
essential services, demand 
justice for survivors and 
spread the message no one is 
ever to blame for violence 
against them.”

The family of the man who died 
as a result of an ammonia leak at 
the Carlsberg factory have 
described him as a happy person 
who always had a smile on his 
face.

Car collision 
killed friends

Four friends were killed after 
their car swerved on to the wrong 
side of the road into another 
vehicle carrying a family-of- 
three, an inquest heard on 
Tuesday. 

Samuel ‘Krop’ Jones, Sam Kay, 
Nicoletta Tocco and Brogan 
Warren, all in their 20s and from 
Northampton, died in the colli¬ 
sion along the notorious A420 - 
dubbed the ‘highway from hell’ - 
in Oxfordshire while travelling 
home from a vegan festival in 
Bristol. 

The group were in a Citroen 
Saxo which slammed head-on 
into a Mercedes on May 22. 

Twenty-three-year-old driver 
Samuel Jones, a welder, crossed 


over into the wrong side of the 
road into the opposite lane of 
traffic towards the Mercedes 
being driven by Jean-Paul 
Gashema. 

Mr Gashema tried to swerve out 
of the way but when Mr Jones 
tried to do the same they collided 
in the central reservation. 

Mental health care worker Sam 
Kay, 24, and Nicoletta Tocco, an 
administrative clerk, 25, were cut 
free from the wreckage but were 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Mr Jones and Miss Warren were 
also pronounced dead shortly 
after the crash at around 11.17pm 
after suffering multiple injuries. 

Recording a conclusion of road 
traffic collision, senior coroner 
for Oxfordshire Darren Salter said 
it is impossible to know the 
reason behind the cause of the 
crash.

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Misconduct could 
have damaged 
police reputation

A police constable who 
attended a gross misconduct 
panel facing allegations 
relating to a relationship he 
had developed with the 
widow of a motorist who had 
died has been found guilty 
and issued with a final 
written warning. 

PC Matt Godfrey was found 
guilty of the following allega¬ 
tions: 

■That he had an inappro¬ 
priate relationship with an 
individual he came into 
contact with in his role as a 


family liaison officer 
■That he failed to maintain 
an accurate log of his contact 
with the individual in 
question 

■That he failed to inform 
senior officers of the 
existence of the relationship 
■ That he misled another 
officer concerning the 
relationship. 

On revealing the sanction to 
be imposed on the officer, 
independent chairman of the 
panel, Henry Gordon, said: 
“In our view this is a very 
serious case. His behaviour 
defied common sense and 
clear guidance. His miscon¬ 
duct has the capacity to seri¬ 


ously damage the reputation 
of Northamptonshire Police. 

“We find the misconduct 
aggravated by the numerous 
opportunities he had to 
report or remove himself 
from the relationship and by 
the fact that he, on our find¬ 
ings, appreciated the rela¬ 
tionship was inappropriate. 

“We have identified mitigat¬ 
ing factors. We take into 
account that the relationship 
is ongoing. That he did not 
use his position as a police 
officer to advance the rela¬ 
tionship. In our view PC 
Godfrey can properly be 
issued with a final written 
warning.”

Home Improvements 
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Parents told of 
meningitis case

Parents of children who 
attend Northampton School 
for Boys have been sent a 
letter telling them a pupil 
has suspected meningitis. 

The student is currently 
being treated in hospital for 
the infection. 

The letter sent to parents 
and guardians by Public 
Health England states: “I am 
writing to inform you that a 
child from Northampton 
School for Boys is in hospital 
with probable Meningococcal 
Septicaemia caused by the 
Meningococcal bacteria. 

“We have considered the 
circumstances of the case 
and no further action is 
necessary at present time. 


“There is no reason to make 
any change in the school 
routine and no reason for 
children to be kept at home. 

“Meningococcal bacteria 
are carried in the back of the 
throat of about one in ten 
people at any one time but 
only rarely cause illness. 

“Most people who carry the 
bacteria become immune to 
them. 

“The bacteria do not spread 
easily and those who have 
had a prolonged, close 
contact with the person have 
a slightly greater risk of 
getting ill. 

“Those people have been 
identified and have been 
given antibiotics to stop the 
bacteria spread. 

“Although the risk of anoth¬ 
er case in the school is very 


small, it is sensible to be 
aware of the signs and symp¬ 
toms. 

“Not all these signs and 
symptoms may show at once 
but someone with this illness 
will become very ill. The ill¬ 
ness may progress over one or 
two days but it can develop 
very rapidly, sometimes in a 
matter of hours. 

“Diagnosis in the early 
stages can be difficult. 

“The early signs can be like 
bad flu symptoms, but be 
watchful and use your 
instincts. 

“If someone becomes ill 
with some of these symptoms 
contact the doctor urgently 
and ask for advice.”

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Jaguar turns back the clock for £1 m

JUST days after revealing its all¬ 
electric future, Jaguar has turned the 
clock back almost 60 years. 

The company’s Classic vehicle 
engineering unit has taken the wraps 
off the first genuine Jaguar XKSS to 
be built since 1957 and it will form the 
blueprint for the production of nine of 
the historic, D-Type-based two-seaters 
which will be built over the next year. 
Each will cost more than £1 million 
- but don’t rush for your check book, 
because all nine have been pre-sold, 
unseen, to what Jaguar calls “a select 
group of established collectors and 
customers” around the world. 

Fittingly, perhaps, Jaguar chose to 
unveil this classic masterpiece in La- 


La land only days after the company’s 
battery-powered 1-Pace supersports 
SUV - scheduled for production 
in 2018 - was revealed at the Los 
Angeles auto show. 

But this is no replica model - it has 
been been authentically produced to 
the exact 1957 specification of the 
XKSS, only 16 of which were built 
before a fire at the company’s Borwns 
Lane, Coventry, factory destroyed 
nine cars along with the styling bucks 
used to create them. 

Often referred to as the world’s first 
supercar, the XKSS was originally made 
by Jaguar as a road-going conversion 
of the Le Mans-winning D-type, which 
was built from 1954-1956. 


The XKSS unveiled in Los Angeles 
is what Jaguar calls “a period 
correct continuation”, built using 
a combination of original drawings 
from Jaguar’s archive and modern 
technology. The Jaguar Classic 
engineering team scanned several 
versions of the 1957 XKSS to help 
build a complete digital image of the 
car, from the body to chassis, and 
including all parts required. 

The body is made from magnesium 
alloy, as it was in 1957, and because 
the original styling bucks do not exist, 
Jaguar Classic produced a new, bespoke 
styling buck based on the original 
bodies from the 1950s. The bodies of 
the nine new cars will be formed on this 


buck, using traditional processes and 
parts such as Dunlop disc brakes and 
magnesium alloy wheels. 

The nine cars will be completely new, 
with period chassis numbers from the 
XKSS chassis log. Each will be hand- 
built and it is estimated that 10,000 man 
hours will go into building each one. 
Under the bonnet, the XKSS is powered 
by a 262hp, 3.4-litre, straight six, Jaguar 
D-type engine with completely new cast 
iron blocks, new cast cylinder heads 
and three Weber DC03 carburetors. 
Inside, the ‘new original’ XKSS 
features perfect recreations of the 
original Smiths gauges. Everything 
from the wood of the steering wheel, 
to the grain of the leather seats, 
through to the brass knobs on the 
XKSS dashboard, is precisely as it 
would have been in 1957. 

Minor specification changes have 
been made only to improve driver and 
passenger safety, says the company. 

Kev Riches, Jaguar Classic 
Engineering Manager, says: “The 
XKSS is one of the most important 
cars in Jaguar’s history, and we 
are committed to making the ‘new 
original’ version absolutely faithful to 
the period car in every way. 

“From the number, type and position 
of all the rivets used - there are more 
than 2,000 in total - to the Smiths 
gauges on the dashboard, everything 
is the same as the original cars, 
because that is the way it should be.” 
The XKSS is the second continuation car 
to be created by Jaguar, following on from 
the six Lightweight E-types built in 2014.

THE Land Rover Discovery Sport is a neat conjuring 
trick that casts a winning spell. 

Essentially an upmarket replacement for the 
Freelander, it removes the more agricultural elements 
normally associated with Land Rover and replaces 
them with a healthy dose of style from the Range 
Rover Evoque including sleeker lines, the same 
platform and a lot of the interior styling and controls. 
Don’t be fooled by the smooth new looks though. This 
is a Land Rover and as such is designed to revel in 
the mud. 

Yes, it allows you to enjoy a life of luxury on the road 

- but at heart it is a rough and tumble merchant eager 
to take on mountain tracks and rolling countryside. 

For those who like the previously more 
uncompromising look and style it is a shock to the 
system, but sales seem to suggest the new way 
forward is a winner. 

To enable the inclusion of seven seats as standard a 
new rear suspension design is incorporated. 

The interior is luxurious without over-doing it with 
plenty of room for five adults and two kids in the third 
row of seats. 

The middle row can be slid forwards giving those in 
the rear more leg room while the rear seats can be 
folded flat into the floor expanding the boot space 

- accessed via a powered tailgate - from 480 to 689 
litres. 

There is no feeling of claustrophobia as the cabin is 
light and airy - thanks to the panoramic roof - with 
an excellent climate control system maintaining a 
pleasant atmosphere. 

The fit and finish are top notch with good quality 
materials used and everything efficiently screwed 
together. If there was one quibble it was with the 
touchscreen which is smaller than some competitors. 


That said there is a ton of neat stuff including sat nav, 
automatic settings for the lights, high beam and wipers 
as well as a raft of safety aids and helpful parking 
sensors and camera. 

All mod cons are included such as heated seats, 
cruise control, DAB radio and an audio system with 
11 speakers as well as a heated leather multi-function 
steering wheel. 

The HSE Luxury model adds neat touches with 20-inch 
‘Style 511 ’ alloy wheels, interior ambient lighting that 
allows you to vary the colour and shade to suit your 
mood, a park assist system that steers your vehicle 
into a suitable space and illuminated aluminium front 
treadplates with the Discovery legend embossed all 
included. 

The Discovery Sport also gets JLR’s new 2.0-litre 
TD4 Ingenium engine - made in Britain at the 
company’s new multi-million pound powertrain plant 
in Wolverhampton - which is more refined than Roger 
Moore and delivers on all fronts with the help of the 
nine-speed automatic gearbox. 

You can reach 60mph from a standing start in a shade 
over eight seconds, but in truth this is a premium SUV 
cruiser that is soothing to drive at the end of a stressful 
day at the office. 

The engine offers 150ps or 180ps power outputs with 
the model I drove delivering 139g/km and 53.3mpg on 
the combined cycle which, for quite a large motor, is 
pretty good. 

It all adds up to a package that makes the Discovery 
Sport a quantum leap from the Freelander it replaces.

ASTON Martin has turned up the heat on its ultimate 
super GT to create the new Vanquish S. 

This latest fire-breathing, flying machine from Aston 
is set apart by a significant boost to the naturally- 
aspirated six litre V12 engine, which now produces 
up to 600PS (up from 573PS) and enjoys greater 
throttle response, thanks to a revised, freer-breathing 
intake system. 

Added to this, the calibration of the 8-speed Touchtronic 
III transmission has been upgraded to deliver faster 
gearshifts and greater refinement at low speeds for a 
greater sense of precision and immediacy. 

Under the skin, the suspension, damper internals, 
spring rates and anti-roll bar bushes have also been re¬ 
tuned to give the Vanquish S a keener edge in the more 
sporting suspension modes. 

It also comes with a new aerodynamic package including 
a new front splitter and rear diffuser which combine to 
deliver reduction in frontal lift with a minimal penalty 
in additional drag.

LOOKING for a used car bargain? Then 
head for the Welsh Valleys - it’s where you’ll 
find Britain’s cheapest bangers, according to 
new data. 

An analysis by consumer car selling service 
Wizzle.co.uk reveals Rhondda, in the 
Welsh valleys, as the place where motorists 
sell more cheap and cheerful cars than 
anywhere else. 

But the survey of the company’s database 
has also revealed dramatic differences 
in the values of cars being offered to 
dealers across Britain with rural Ely in 
Cambridgeshire turning out to be the UK’s 
posh car capital where motorists are asking 
the highest average value cars for sale. 

With an average asking price of £36,358, 
motorists across Cambridgeshire are 
typically selling cars worth twice as much 
as drivers in neighbouring regions and 
considerably more than owners in Rhondda 
Cynon Taf where average values rarely 
reach four figures. 

The study also reveals that motorists in 
Birmingham, Leicester and Leeds are most 
switched on to the idea of selling their car 
for cash, rather than part exchanging it. In 
contrast, Scots and motorists in Wales are 
the least likely to go online for a cash sale.

Hull claims first LPGA 
title to round off year

Kettering’s Charley Hull has won her first 
LPGA title after finishing two shots clear in 
the CME Group Tour Championship in 
Florida last weekend. 

The 20-year-old set a new tournament 
record by finishing on 19 under par to beat 
South Korea’s Ryu So-yeon following a 
superb bogey-free final round of 66 that 
included six birdies. 

Hull started the final day of what was the 
season-ending event of the LPGA Tour with 
a one shot lead, although she was tied at 18 
under with Ryu after the 16th hole at 
Tiburon Golf Club. 

What turned out to be the winning 
moment came on the 17th, when Ryu 
missed her putt and Hull birdied to com¬ 
plete a two-shot swing before both players 
parred the last hole. 

Hull, who is ranked 29 in the world, was 
rewarded for her consistency, after she had 
a bogey-free weekend with 12 birdies and 24 
pars across her final two rounds and 
claimed $500,000 (£404,891) in prize money. 

“It’s a pretty cool feeling. It hasn’t quite 
sunk in yet,” Hull said, adding: “I just feel 
pretty good where I am at the moment. I feel 
like I’m mentally good. I feel relaxed. 

“I think that’s the key for me - if I come 
into a week relaxed, I feel good. This week it 
happened for me. I’m confident; I’m happy. 

“It feels great to be a winner on the LPGA 
Tour. It’s wicked to do at 20. It’s fun.” 

This was Hull’s second title since turning 
professional in 2013, adding to the Lalla 
Meryem Cup she won while on the Ladies 
European Tour in 2014. 

It rounds off a successful year for the ever- 
improving youngster, as she finished second 
at the ANA Inspiration (one of the five wom¬ 
en’s Majors) in April and seventh at the Rio 
Olympics in August. 

■ Hull will soon be joined in the profes¬ 
sional ranks by another promising female 
golfer from Northamptonshire, after 
Meghan MacLaren, from Wellingborough, 
chose to end her successful career at amat- 
uer level. 

The 22-year-old is making the transition 
after an outstanding 2016, in which she won 
the winning point for Great Britain & 
Ireland, as they regained the Curtis Cup 
from the United States for just the second 
time in ten years. 

Her first tournament as a pro will be the 
Omega Dubai Ladies Masters next month.

After returning from his latest 
injury, Ben Nutley is now hoping 
to make a real impression in 
Northampton Saints’ back row 
in the coming weeks. 

Nutley had to spend most of last 
season on the sidelines, but 
reminded Saints fans of what he 
is capable of with an excellent 
performance against Saracens in 
the quarter finals of the 
Champions Cup in April 

However, any thoughts of the 
24-year-old putting his problems 
behind him had to be put on 
hold, as he suffered a nasty knee 
injury in the pre-season friendly 
against Cornish Pirates, which 
delayed the start of his campaign 
by three months. 

He’s returned to action in 
Northampton’s last two games 
and with fellow back rowers Tom 
Wood, Teimana Harrison and 
Louis Picamoles currently on 
international duty, Nutley knows 
this is a great time for him to 
stake his claim. 

He said: “I suppose I’ve been 
lucky with the international 
break; Teimana, who I came 
through the system with, I’m 
absolutely buzzing for him and 
he played well at the weekend 
again. 

“With Woody away, Louis away, 
it opens up a few opportunities 
for us. Nobby [Dorian West] tells 
me all the time you’ve only got 
one shot at this life and you don’t 
want to let it go. 

“I love it when I get an opportu¬ 
nity and take it and hopefully I 
can now get a run of games, keep 
up there and even when the 


international boys come back, 
you’re making them strive hard¬ 
er to get their position because 
you’re playing so well. 

“That’s what I’m hoping to do 
and hopefully I’ll get that good 


run of games.” 

Any repeat of his performance 
at Worcester last Friday would do 
Nutley’s cause no harm, as he 
was one of Saints’ star perform¬ 
ers after replacing the injured 


Sam Dickinson after just 11 min¬ 
utes. 

Playing at number 8, Nutley 
made a real nuisance of himself 
at the breakdown by winning 
several turnovers, as well as put¬ 
ting in a prodigious amount of 
tackles and gaining ground 
while carrying. 

It showed a rugby player must 
be prepared for anything, as 
Nutley said: “It’s what we do for a 
living. I knew what I was doing 
but I didn’t expect so many min¬ 
utes. Unfortunately, Sam got 
injured - he was playing well and 
captaining the side. It was bad 
for him, but obviously it was a 
plus for me and I enjoyed it, that’s 
what you want to do when you 
play rugby. 

“Obviously I had a bit of time on 
the sidelines and then 20 min¬ 
utes the week before [against 
Gloucester]. I was expecting 
maybe a little bit longer, but not 
three times as much. 

“I enjoyed it, we got the win, 
which was crucial, and we got a 
good team performance.” 

Of all of Northampton’s players 
it’s hard to think of too many 
who have had as bad luck with 
injuries as Nutley - he could have 
watched Harrison’s development 
last season and thought ‘that 
could have been me.’ 

But he’s revealed that he’s 
become more suited to dealing 
with such setbacks, saying: “At 
the end of the day, there are a lot 
of things you can’t control. 

“Obviously you want to get out 
there, but you’ve got to control 
what you can and that’s how I’ve 
learned to deal with it. I’m a lot 
better at dealing with it now 
because of the amount of set¬ 
backs that I’ve had, whereas the 
first or second time I got down 
about it.” 


No rush to find a replacement for King

Northampton Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder will make 
sure the right man is brought in 
as the search goes on to find 
Alex King’s replacement as 
attack coach. 

Saints parted ways with King 
last month, with Mallinder feel¬ 
ing it was the right time for a 
change after what was an 
inconsistent start to the cam¬ 
paign. 

Mallinder was quick to praise 
the structure of the current set 
up when asked how things were 
with Alan Dickens temporarily 
assuming King’s role. 

He also admitted that it was a 
slow process, trying to find the 
right man who suited the role 
and also stressed the impor¬ 
tance that the new man would 


have to fit the coaching struc¬ 
ture and suit the current sys¬ 
tem. 

Mallinder said: “We still have 
to make sure we’re winning 
every week, or attempting to 
win every week. But the search 
is going on behind the scenes 
and we’re confident that we’ll 
bring the right person in at the 
right time. 

“I’ve got to see the structure 
works for us and I talk to Tony 
regularly and keep him 
informed of my thinking and 
then he gives me guidance and 
lets me know his thoughts.” 

Commenting on the upcom¬ 
ing fixture against Newcastle 
Falcons in the Aviva 
Premiership, Mallinder was 
very quick to state that 
Newcastle aren’t the whipping 
boys that many had put them 
down to be this season. 


He said: “They won down at 
Gloucester not long ago, we’ve 
played them recently and the 
team that we played was quite 
strong up there. 

“What they have is a strong 
squad, a lot of players who can 
play well. Their forwards will be 
physical and win them good 
ball.” 

It’ll prove to be an interesting 
match, with the Saints coming 
out on top 24-16 in the recent 
fixture between the two sides in 
the Anglo-Welsh Cup at 
Kingston Park earlier this 
month. Mallinder is looking 
forward to the challenge of the 
upcoming fixture at Franklin’s 
Gardens, as Saints look to make 
if five straight wins in all com¬ 
petitions. 

He also praised their 
improved style of play, saying:

Northampton Town lost the Nene Derby for 
the second time in a month as Chris Forrester 
snatched a cruel late win for Peterborough 
United at Sixfields on Saturday. 

Any game against the old enemies from the 
Fens is considered a must win for Town fans 
where everything is left on the pitch but the 
Shoe Army again departed with a feeling that 
the Cobblers underperformed. 

The stage was set for a ding-dong derby in 
front of 7,685, the largest ever league attend¬ 
ance at Sixfields, and Northampton started in 
improved fashion than the 3-0 defeat at 
London Road in October. 

On that occasion they were 1-0 down after 
14 minutes, but Town had strong claims to 
notch an opening goal of their own after a 
similar period. This time Portuguese trickster 
Leonardo Da Silva Lopes looked to have 
tripped Northampton’s Jak McCourt in the 
Posh box but the referee waved play on. 

Town operated a 4-5-1 formation and with 
lone striker Alex Revell isolated, it fell for the 
Cobblers right-back Brendan Moloney to take 
the impetus with several strong runs and 
shots from long range. Similarly, Posh’s wing¬ 
er Marcus Maddison showed good technique 
and posed a constant threat on the counter. 

Yet United’s attacking threat wasn’t all that 
serious and a humorous moment occurred 
when Posh’s Michael Bostwick, playing in 
luminous green, passed a ball to a steward in 
hi vis and out into touch. 

Cobblers fans were smiling at that but they 
weren’t smiling about the ineffectiveness of 
Sam Hoskins, the standout player in the 
reverse fixture who found himself isolated on 
the flanks. 

Northampton boss Rob Page had said play¬ 
ing Hoskins in a central role was a ‘turning 
point’ so a move back to touchline runs and 
chalk on his boots had many scratching their 
heads. Page only made one substitution late 
on when Harry Beautyman replaced McCourt 
leaving the likes of Marc Richards and Kenji 
Gorre twiddling their thumbs in the dugout. 

That said, it’s a game of fine margins and 
Town could have won if Matt Taylor’s late 
free-kick had nestled in the net, instead of 
being superbly saved by Posh’s Spurs loanee 
keeper Luke McGee. Then Hoskins saw a 
deflected shot rise up, clatter off the cross 
bar and away leaving Cobblers fans with their 
head in their hands. 

Of course, the inevitable happened in added 
time and an innocuous long ball was mis¬ 
judged by Lewin Nyatanga before dropping 
plum on Forrester’s head to nod past a static 
Adam Smith. 

Unfortunately for Page, these are the games 
that stick in supporters’ minds. When the 

Welshman comes to a sticky point, it will be 
hard for Town fans to erase the memory of 
two flaccid defeats to hated enemies.

It came from some poor 
defending from Northampton, 
who failed to clear their lines 
before Marshall hung the ball up 
for target man Hanson to head 
into the top corner. 

Alex Revell drew a brilliant 
save out of Doyle as he headed 
Paul Anderson’s cross towards 
the bottom corner, but there was 
barely a hint of an equaliser. 

Here’s what we learned from 
the game... 

The gaffer 

Rob Page made a big call 
between the posts as Cornell 
replaced Adam Smith after some 
nervy displays from the young 
stopper of late, although the 
Welshman wasn’t always that 
secure himself. 

There were two enforced 


changes at centre back, which 
saw Rod McDonald make his 
first league appearance of the 
season, while Sam Hoskins was 
moved back into the centre after 
looking lost on the wing against 
Peterborough. 

We had the first real sign of 
dissent against the Town boss 
from the Shoe Army, who were 
not pleased when Hoskins was 
taken off after 66 minutes, but 
they weren’t to know he had 
suffered a back injury. 

Could be better 

Paul Anderson could have done 
more to protect Brendan 
Moloney down the Cobblers’ 
right, as Bradford had a lot of joy 
down that flank during the 
course of the match. 

While Northampton are look¬ 
ing to shore things up at the 
back, that shouldn’t mean 
defending as deep as they did as 
having 11 men behind the ball 
left them penned in while the 
game was goalless. 

There was little sign of an 
equaliser sadly, as Revell was 
often isolated again and despite 


Marc Richards joining him up 
top, there was little service to 
feed off. 

The opposition - 7/10 

Bradford exploited a clear 
weakness down Northampton’s 
right flank, as Marshall was able 
to get crosses into the box 
throughout the night and it was 
no surprise to see this lead to the 
Hanson’s winner. The Bantams 
stayed patient as it took them a 
while to break through, but 
there’s no arguing Stuart 
McCall’s promotion chasers 
deserved to take all three points. 

Man of the match: Rod 
McDonald 

There wasn’t much to choose 
from sadly, with the attack look¬ 
ing short on confidence, but 
McDonald showed after his spell 
out in the cold that he can still be 
relied on. 

He and Zakuani may have to 
get used to each other with 
Zander Diamond set for an 
extended spell out with injury 
and Lewin Nyatanga struggling 
with an Achilles problem.

Northampton Town manager 
Rob Page has insisted James 
Hanson's winner for Bradford 
City in the Cobblers' 1-0 defeat at 
Valley Parade on Tuesday night 
should have been ruled offside. 

The Bantams made their pres¬ 
sure count when Hanson headed 
in Mark Marshall’s cross after 55 
minutes, but Page felt the man 
who created the goal had been 
offside in a previous phase of play. 

The Welshman’s frustrations 
were added to by John-Joe O’Toole 
having an equaliser with five 
minutes left chalked off for what 
he felt was a marginal call. 

Northampton have now fallen to 


15th in the table after their third 
straight defeat, but Page contin¬ 
ued to back his players, despite 
their recent struggles. 

He said: “I’ve just looked at the 
goals again. You talk about fine 
margins - for John-Joe’s header 
that’s disallowed, you’re talking 
about exactly the same scenario 
as their goal. 

“Marshall is standing about two 
yards offside when the first ball 
comes in, there’s no flag given. 
Hanson flicks the ball, he then 
gets onside, retrieves the ball, 
plays it back in and Hanson 
scores. Then for our goal, there’s 
no daylight between John-Joe and 
the defender and he’s flagged for 
offside, so it’s fine margins. 

“It’s a frustrating evening again, 
but one thing I will say is I’ll back 
those lads 100 per cent because 
the character and commitment 


they give me, they gave me 
absolutely everything on that 
pitch tonight.” 

One man happy to get some time 
on the pitch was goalkeeper David 
Cornell, who was given his first 
league start for the club in place of 
Adam Smith, whose form has 
dipped lately. 

Page backed the former Leicester 
stopper to come good again, 
saying: “Smudge has been 
outstanding since he’s been at this 
football club and he’s got an 
excellent future in front of him. 

“What we’ve got to do is manage 
him - people forget how young he 
is. He’s not the finished article but 
he will be with hard work. 

“Every now and again you’ve got 
to protect the younger players and 
like I said, he’s been excellent last 
season and he’s shown glimpses 
of it again this season, but we’ve 


got somebody of Dai Cornell’s 
quality behind him pushing him 
every day in training. 

“It was an opportunity to put 
him in. He’s taken some criticism, 
Adam Smith, and ah keepers will 
throughout their careers. A11 play¬ 
ers will and it’s about how you 
react to it and he’s been outstand¬ 
ing since I’ve left him out.” 

Page did take some stick from 
Northampton’s fans for taking off 
Sam Hoskins after 66 minutes, 
with some chanting ‘you don’t 
know what you’re doing’ - though 
they weren’t to know there was a 
legitimate reason.
